48 BOMBERS LOST 
IN BERLIN ATTACK 


Mu ch Damage Is Indicated 
By Large Fires; Nazis 
Strike at England 


LONDON, Sept. 1—Fleets of RAF 
bo mbers struck in massiv e weight 
at Berlin again last night, u shering 
in the fifth year of war with block­ 
buster and incendiary bombs cau s­ 
ing "great damage" in the G erm an 
capital, it was annou nced officially 
today. 
Forty-eight bombers were lost in 
the a tta k concentrated into a 45- 
m inu te holocau st, the fou rth raid 
on Berlin in eight night« . 
"The enemy pu t u p v ery large 
fighter forces ov er the capital and 
its approaches in an u nsu ccessfu l 
attem pt to prev ent' the lau nching 
of the concentrated attack,” and a 
arge nu m ber of them was destroy­ 
ed, the air m inistry said.

The question raised here 
b y the 
ex citing 
news 
about Denmark is to what ex tent the reb ellion may b e 
inspired from Allied sources. 
Such m ajor events as 
the scuttling of the Danish fleet, the armed resistance 
of troops and Imposition of strict m artial law b y tho 
Germans cannot b e viewed apart from their signifi­ 
cance in the war. 
These may b e the signs of final 
preparations for Invasion of Europe. 
D enm ark may 
have b een chosen for a special role In W orld war II. 
But whether Its uprising b e delib erate or spontan­ 
eous, coldly calculated or performed in hot haste, the 
Danes have rejected the b est rule the invaders were 
capab le of giving their victims. 
The Germ ans tried 
to win Danish support b y a show of enlightened des­ 
potism, b ut in the showdown they were repudiated as 
enemies and hy pocrites. Their troub les as the m asters 
of Europe, which have b een multiply ing with frighten­ 
ing rapidity since the fall of Mussolini, will b e ag­ 
gravated in a special way b y the revolt of the Danes, 
who had b een given the least provocation to reject 
German rule. Destiny , or perhaps Allied strategy , has 
marked Denm ark for some great purpose in the final 
overthrow of Hitler.
